53. (New) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the one or more parameters 
include parameters associated with a peripheral device, 

54. (New) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the one or more parameters . 
include paramelcrs associated with expansion card capabilities of a docking station, 

55. (New) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the one or more parameters 
include parameters associated with memory or mass storage capabilities ofa docking station. 
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56. (New) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the method further includes: 

detecting a change in the network environment due to detecting from GPS data 

that the computer system has crossed an international boarder; and 

wherein modifying the configuration includes changing one or more of a default 

language, currency symbols or other country dependent software settings. 
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
